After experiments madeon negro prise
oners in the parish prison, in New Or-
leans, the Sugar Exchange, of that
city,, takes issue with Dr. Wiley, who
has ~ declared molasses deleterious to
health. Sugar men regard this test as
of great value to the sugar and mo-
lasses industry of the South. They as-
sert that had it been otherwise a source
of income to the people of Louisiana
amounting to not less than 35,900,000 a
vear would be irretrievably cut off, and
the sugar planters would have bheen un-
able to find a market for thelr molasses.
As it Is they trust in the eviden of
the scientific test ta prove to Dr. \\ilnv
that his position has been erroneously
taken, and that molasses, instead of be-
ing Injurious, i an upbufider of the hu-
man system, enriching the blooed and
actually alding the digestion of other
foods.
